In Britain last week two itinerant troupers, 
jauntily dubbed B & K by their hosts, faced 
an audience whose reactions ranged from in- 
difference to hostility. Nevertheless. Russia's 
Premier Nikolai Bulganin and Communist Par- 
ty Boss Nikita Khrushchev, old hands at the 
glad hand, were trying hard to make a hit. 
The Russians came bearing gifts chosen with 



care: horses, sables and a roly-poly present for 
the royal family (p. 33). At 10 Downing Street 
their manner was frank and apparently reason- 
able. In public they were bluff, good humored 
and man to man. 

One unsophisticated lad mistook Bulganin 
for Santa Claus. But unlike the gullible crowds

A BLOW-UP 



When the Labor party asked them to dinner. Bulganin 
and Khrushchev had an Ideal chance to court the pow- 
erful opposition and to promote their policy of wooing 
socialists everywhere. Yet Khrushchev made this the 



occasion for a big blow-up. Edward Crankshaw, British 
expert on Soviet affairs and author of "Cracks In the 
Kremlin Wall." here analyzes the blunder and Its con- 
sequences for the cold war and Khrushchev himself. 





MARX DIED IN LONDON. MARCH 1883 



MR. Khrushchev was angry. At the Labor dinner 
he refused rudely to have anything to do with the 
fate of the democratic leaders languishing in prison 
and concentration camps behind the Iron Curtain. 
He would not even look at the list of over 200 vic- 
tims that Hugh Gaitskell proffered him. "Social Dem- 
ocrats." Mr. Khrushchev burst out, "are enemies of 
the working class. ... I find it easier to get along 
with British Tories than with British socialists." 

It was an extraordinary outburst. With his few 
remarks to the Laborites, Mr. Khrushi hev ruined, 
for goodness knows how long, a main plank of post- 
Stalin Soviet foreign policy: the demonstrative woo- 
ing ol the Socialist parties of Europe in order to form 
a "popular front" and undermine them from within. 
He alienated not only the British Labor party but also 
the socialists of France, Italy, Western Germany and 
other west European countries. 
Why did Khrushchev do thisV 
The hindrances to a personal triumph for Khru- 
shchev were the behavior of the British (shown on 
the preceding pages) and Khrushchev himself. Mr. 
Khrushchev docs not mind being tea.sed: it seems to 
make him conscious of his magisterial power. But as 
anyone who watched him in Belgrade last summer 
knows, he cannot stand being contradicted and hec- 
kled. As he felt the British coolness ami heard the 
boos, he grew puzzled and cross. 

Finally, I think, Mr. Khrushchev simply showed 
himself in his true colors — as a natural bully with 
a gift for jollying other people provided he is getting 
his own way. When he is not getting his own way 
in Russia. Mr. Khrushchev bites. He could not bite 
in England, so he snarled. 

.Ml this, no doubt, caused him at Birmingham to 
make his first mistake, when he threatened the Brit- 
ish with the superiority of Soviet atomic science. He 
put up the backs of the British and confirmed in 
their original ideas all who began to wonder if they 
hadn't been wrong about Mr. Khrushchev after all. 
This in turn helped to goad Khrushchev to the nut- 
burstat theLabordinncrwhen Mr. Khrushchev threw 
away all the goodwill he had been building up. 



I think Mr. Khrushchev will be on the carpet when 
he gets home for letting his tongue run away with 
his judgment. But Mr. Khrushchev is a powerful 
man, extremely useful to the Soviet Union, which 
needs a dynamo and I think he will be f orgiven. 

For in spite of the throwing away of the British 
socialists, the visit has by and large not been a fail- 
ure from the Soviet point of view. The Russians have 
to have a detente, a relaxing of international tension. 
The clamors of the people for a quiet and decent life 
are too strong to be resisted by anybody but a Stalin. 
.'\nd the public proclamation of friendship with an 



old country like Britain is an easy way to popularity. 

The problem of Khrushchev and Bulganin was to 
achieve this with a minimum of concessions. Mr. 
Khrushchev, I should say. is in a towering temper 
with England; if he had his way, he would see it at 
the bottom of the sea; he personally has been re- 
buffed. But Mr. Khrushchev is smaller than Soviet 
policy, which grows out of necessity. He and Bul- 
ganin had to give a little. They have had to admit a 
live-and-let-live policy about the Baghdad Pact. They 
have had to acknowledge that the British take the 
Middle Ka^t more seriously than they do (for Brit- 
ain. Middle Eastern oil is a life and death matter; 
for Russia, Arab-Jewish hostility is merely a diplo- 
matic game). They have had to concede a little about 
trade. This much sufficed. 



As far as the Russian people are concerned, the 
visit can be presented as a great success. It can also 
be so presented to the satellites. The uncommitted 
countries will be able to read into the visit that Sta- 
lin's successors are indeed on the side of the angels. 

On the debit side, the Chinese Reds will uol be im- 
pressed; they have their own information ami will 
know that Mr. Khrushchev personally got nowhere. 
This will also be clear to Mr. Khrushchev's jealous 
colleagues at home. Mr. Malcnkov. no dynamo, but a 
far-seeing and subtle thinking machine, will iloubt- 
less be pleased. He did much better in London. 

The West too can look back on the visit with mod- 
est satisfaction. The Americans. I hope, arc no long- 
er worried; the British have given nothing away. 
British worries are also allayed. There was a moment 
when I thought that Khrushchev would make an ap- 
proach to the U.S. He might think that Tories are 
better than socialists in Britain — but not all that 
better. American capitalists are belter than British 
Tories: there is no ideological nonsense about iheni. 
So let us do a deal with Washington and dish the 
British. It is an age-old Russian dream and still cher- 
ished in certain departments of the Soviet foreign 
office. But I think for the time being it is out. 

.As for western Europe, above all the socialist par- 
tics of western Europe, they have seen Mr. Khru- 
shchev in action, and they have observed that in his 
behavior at the Labor party dinner he reacted like a 
Stalin. As for the general detente, that is in progress 
by, as it were, mutual agreement, and in the com- 
pelling shadow of the hydrogen bomb. Mutual self- 
interest is the great savior from the bomb. 

It is a commentary on the precarious situation in 
which we find ourselves today to say that what is 
regarded as a success by Russia may be regarded by 
Britain, acting in this case for the West as a whole, 
also as a success. Nothing has been given away. 
Mutual comprehension has come fractionally closer.

At (Movent Garden Marshal Bulganin warmly applauded Ballerina Dame 
Margot Fonlevn. At a jam-packed Russian reception Khrushchev divided 
his time between talking disarmament with Harold Stassen and trading 
effusive compliments with (lharlie (Chaplin. At a press conlerence the 
pair made a fair impression with cagey replies such as, "(Comrade Gro- 
myko has gone gray answering questions" like whether Russia might 
sometime agree to inspection of atomic weapons.

III a crciwded Denver courtroom last week, a young man betrayed inter- 
est but no emotion while tbc prosecution made its case to eonvict him 
as the perpetrator of a ghastly airborne mass murder. John Gilbert Gra- 
ham was charged specifically with the murder of his mother, Mrs. Daisie 
King, one of 44 passengers and crew who died when a DC-6B airliner ex- 
ploded over north-central Colorado last November (Life, Nov. 28, 1955). 
( jimeras, allowed in court by an unusual ruling, recorded the tense trial. 

Outside the courtroom, waiting to testify as a defense witness, sat the 
woman who had unwittingly helped put the linger on her own husband. 
Gloria Graham had said her husband was going lo put a Christmas present 
in his inolhcr s suitcase. Graham denied it but later signed a confession 



that the present was in fact a homemade, dynamite-loaded time bomb. 

After a parade of witnesses, including a storekeeper who testified he 
sold Graham some dynamite, came a climactic moment in the trial: a 
fight over the admissibility as evidence of Graham's signed confession. 
Under Colorado law, a voluntary confession or an eye-witness to murder 
is required before the death sentence can be imposed. Graham had later 
made another statement that his confession was involuntary. But, ques- 
tioned relentlessly by the chief prosecutor, Denver District Attorney 
Bert Keating, Graham — still calm — admitted that if he had lied, it was 
in the second statement. Judge Joseph McDonald then ruled that the 
confession was voluntary. If convicted, Graham faced the gas chamber.

Misread high court ruling leaves segregation nearly intact 



In the South, where the pattern of racial 
segregation is a crazy quilt of complexity 
and inconsistency, the issue of segrega- 
tion on buses was snarled last week by 
legal confusion. The U.S. Supreme Court 
refused to hear the appeal of a Columbia, 
S.C. transit company in a damage suit 
brought by a Negro woman, Sara Mae 
Flcmniing Hmwa {Iffl). wlm was ejcc lcd 
from a bu? after silting in a white section. 
This was a purely procedural decision 
that onlcred a lower court to take up the 
bus segregation issue. While the order 
did pave the way for an ultimate ruUng, 



newspapers quickly misinterpreted it as 
an out-and-out ban on bus segregation. 

Thoughtful lawyers spotted the blun- 
der. But in the confusion bus lines in 
about 15 Southern cities ended racial bar- 
riers. Uncertain about what to do, some 
passengers quietly accepted integration 
but mostly the old seating arrangement 
prevailed, in Nhinlgonicrj, Ala., whose 
buses have been boycotted by Negroes 
(Mtm ), the Cliicago-owned city bus com- 
pany dropped its segregation rule, was 
promptly warned by city oflii ials that 
drivers allowing integration face arrest.

THE 'TOTALITY' OF NATO 



The NATO ministers are meeting in Paris at a critical point 
in its career. The Soviets have long sought to destroy NATO, 
and the closer it comes to heing the means of actual German 
rearmament, the more thev hale it. The new Soviet look, 
which has all but banished the fear of war from Europe, is 
doing more to undermine the NATO military alliance than 
Stalinism ever did. 

To stem the decline of N.\TO. the President recently de- 
clared that our alliance system, "a collective shield against 
aggression." is the first guide line of U.S. policy; and Secre- 
tary Dulles advanced some fresh thoughts about NATO itself. 
He hopes it will now grow into "the totality of its meaning." 

VI hat is this "totality"? Though a military alliance, NATO's 
charter also contains in Article II an invitation lo closer po- 
litical and economic ties among its 1.5 member nations. The 
Canadians, its chief authors, have long urged the implemen- 
tation of Article II; recently they have been joined by other 
leading NATO men. such as Lord Ismav and General Gruen- 
ther. Adenauer and Mollet. Gronchi an<l Spaak. In his speech 
before leaving for Paris. Mr. Dulles listed some of the things 
the N.ATO nations have in common: religion and morals, de- 
niocracv and law, freedom of thought, private property and 
trade. But the question of how to turn these abstract ties 
into concrete links is something else again. 

.At one extreme are Clarence Streit and his fellow advo- 
cates of a full federal Atlantic "union of the free." a ver- 
sion of world government. The Streit resolution (sponsored 
by Senator Kefauver) asks for a transatlantic convention to 
explore the problems of union, a cautious approach which 
has won it some politically responsible support. But worthv 
as it mav be of theoretical discussion. "Atlantic Lnion" 
is unlikely to gel further than that at a time when West- 
ern civilization does not feel its back to the wall. Certain- 
ly those who fear such a union need not let it haunt their 
opinions of Article II. 



At the other extreme ate a lot of little ways to imple- 
ment Article II, mostly technical and economic, and most- 
ly explored already by N.ATO's own council and secretariat 
with meager results. But this need not foreclose the further 
exploration that Dulles seeks. Since economic strength un- 
derlies military, there is an argument for making NATO a 
funnel for economic development. North Africa, for in- 
stance, needs more public and private capital than France 
alone can afford; and North .Africa is vital to N.ATO's stra- 
tegic boundaries. These boundaries contain other politico- 
economic problems, such as Europe's oil supply, which might 
be better handled by the concerted members of NATO than 
by one or two. 

Thus Article II is pregnant with possibilities; but what- 
ever discussion may produce, it must not emasculate Article 
V , This, the military defense pact, is the heart and chief pur- 
pose of NATO, if not its "totality." ,As such it is a proved 
success. If the Russians can no longer "march to the chan- 
nel in two weeks" (as it was thought they could in 1949) 
NATO is the chief reason. As long as the Soviets have four 
million men under arms, it wouhl be the height of folly to 
make NATO the victim of its own success. Khrushchev's 
brandishing of H-bombs in London last week (.see pp. 28, 29) 
showed that its main purpose is far from obsolete. There is 
danger that NATO, having barely achieved lionhood, may 
turn itself into a milch cow instead. 

For the U.S., NATO is the strongest link in that system 
of military alliances which Dulles partly inherited, partly 
helped to build. Despite vaporish complaints of our military 
"overemphasis," these alliances need no apology; our "col- 
lective shield" needs strengthening instead. To NATO we owe 
the continued assurance that we will not only consult, co- 
operate and develop closer ties, but stand in strength beside 
our allies against external danger. Only thus do we earn the 
right to ask them to do the same. 



IS THRIFT UN-AiyiERICAN? 



"Out here in Texas," that big wheeler-dealer Sid Richard- 
son once remarked, "we judge a man's wealth by how much 
he owes." Judging from the current Forti ne and last week's 
n'nil Street Journal, this habit is no longer confined to debt- 
ridden millionaires but is spreading rather alarmingly through 
suburbia. So much that Fortvne's William H. Whyte Jr. 
even asks, "Is thrift un-American?" 

His study of the budgets of S.'i young couples in the 'J.S.OOO 
lo .S7..5(X) bracket convinces him that nearly all have suc- 
cumbed to "budgelism": they have hocked their incomes so 
far in advance that they are always strapped for cash (a typi- 
cal example: of .5500 monthly gross income. S15 is left after 
all set-asides, including food and lunches — but no savings). 
' rhe overriding aim is to have oneself committed to regular, 
unvarying monthly pa)TTients on all the major items ... a 
smooth, almost hypnotic r'nythm so compelling that suburban- 
ites will go to great lengths to gear any expenditure to it." 
Along with this obsession for assuming debt goes a disregard 
for cost; few even notice or remember the total price; "ask 
them how much a certain object costs and the response may 
be, sav, '$12.73 a month.' " They do not notice that their 
department store budget account piles up to 18':'r inter- 
est: in buying autos "they almost never multiply to find out 
how much of a 'pack' the dealer is taking them for." Not only 
thrift but ordinary Yankee shrewdness seem to have been 
replaced by a genial and willing gullibility. 

The W all Siren Jdiirnal has been sampling a higher echelon 



of debtors— the S13,(X)0 to S17,(KX) junior executives whom 
older settlers deride as "nickel millionaires" because they 
are living very high on a shoestring. "I am a nickel million- 
aire and I know it," says B. "I'm not proud of it but I'm not 
ashamed of it either. It's just my way of life — and I've got a 
lot of company. " 

llie Bs, together with the As and the Cs, are paying off a 
total of 15 loans: their three incomes arc 845,000, their total 
debts 590.000. All refuse to worry about an economic skid; 
B. who has never voted for a Democrat, nevertheless counts 
on government to forestall any sharp swings downward in 
general prosperity. C does have some misgivings about "this 
phony existence" and the time "when this house of cards 
comes tumbling down" but adds, "I've got to live this way; 
I'm caught up in it and can't seem to let go." 

Does all this mean the republic is crumbling? Fortunately, 
the great majority of Americans are not up to their necks as 
deep as the nickel millionaires: instead of owing twice their 
incomes, the national average of debt is 40% of income. Still, 
the trend is enough to indicate that the American character 
has changed. It is still honest enough — these debtors meet 
their payments on the nail — but, says Whyte — people "no 
longer . . . identify saving, as [they] once did, with morality." 
No doubt a continuous prosperity, though .spendthrift, is 
preferable to an economy thriftily moral, though lean. Never- 
theless, that prosperity would seem more soundly shored if, 
by a saving grace, more of us had the grace to save.

Six months ago nino younp Hussiaii sailors 
arrived in New York Ironi Formosa. Tin v liail 
asked for and hern firanled asylum in llie U.S. 
after their ship, a Soviet tanker, was inler- 
eepted by the (Chinese Nationalists. F^st week 
oidy four were still in the U.S. The rest had 
been hustled out hy Russian agents {Mnii) 
and were now bai k in the U.S.S.R. 

At a Moscow press eonferenee last week the 
five repatriated sailors declared they had n-- 
turned (d their own free will. "A lie." said the 
four survivors, testifying before a Senate in- 
ternal security subconnnitlee investigating the 
affair. Evidence indicated that the missing live 
had been virtually kidnaped by the Russian 
secret police. Despite constant pressure all of 
them up to the last minute had expressed their 
determination to stay in the U.S. One of them 
was even about to be married. 

The Slate Department took the unu.sual step 
of reprimanding Arkady Sobolev, Russia's chief 
li.N. delegate, for having engineered the abduc- 
tion. It then expelled two of his assistants.

Meanwhile the four survivors went to Wash- 
ington, where Soviet Ambassador Ceorgi Za- 
rubin. umleterred by the State Department's 
recent rebuke to Sobolev, demanded an inter- 
view with Ihem. But although he spent an 
hour and a half urging them to leave the L .S.. 
the efl'ort got him nowhere. ''Never," they told 
him firmly, "wc want to stay here forever."

List week ill Berlin lln' Russian? were lunvl- 
ing with ri};lile(ius indifiiialinn. Ten I'eel below 
grmuiil. next tii a eenii'tery in their own .sec- 
tor, they uneovereil a tunnel whii h leil into 
the U.S. serlnr (if Berlin. The pumps ami ven- 
tilating er|uipment in it all had L .S. labels — 
pioor. the Russians cried, that it had been dug 
by the L .S. to spy on ihein. Thev led newsmen 
to a room cranuned with British-niade wire- 
tappiii}; apparalus and a tape recorder. Tile taps 
were lastened to three underground eahlcs — 
two belonging to llie Kjst German government 
and one used by the Red army, presumably to 
ronneel Berlin headquarters with Moscow. 

\\ hen they weren't coniplainiiig. the Rus- 
sians were lull of frank respect for whoever 
had installed such a set-up right under their 
noses. They thought the tapfiiiig had begun in 
19.S4 wlion L.S. fones constructed a small 
radar station near the Kast Berlin border. The 
tunnel led toward the radar station which, the 
Russians implied, hail been set up largely as a 
co\er lor the wire-tapping. 

L.S. olficials in Berlin dismissed Russian 
spy charges as "ridiculous." But W est Berliii- 
ers. w ho sometimes feel the I .S. shows too lit- 
tle initiative in its cold war with the Reds, were 
proud and delighteil. They guessed the U.S. 
must have overheard a lot in the two years 
tlic tunnel lay bidden. Said one West Rerlin 
cop to an American friend: "It's a pity they 
found it but I hope you have some spares."

Arizona convicts test a chemical 
tliat browns skin safely, quickly 



The millions who expose iheir winter-pale flesh 
lo the summer sun only to turn a painful, 
bllslery red have hope at last in a pill which 
ran make sensitive skins darken quiekly to a 
sale, gratifying bronze under the sun's rays. 
Recently developed by Dr. Thomas B. Fitzpat- 
rick and two other scientists of the University 
(if Oregon Medical School, the pill contains 
8-Methoxypsoralen — 8-MOP for short -which 
stimulates the body's natural production of 
melanin, the pigment which forms the tan. 

Dr. Fitzpatrirk stumbled onto the virtues 
of 8-MOP while exploring its effects on vitili- 
go, a disease which disfigures the skin with 
white blotches. When the drug caused not only 
the blotches to darken under the sun but the 
rest of the skin as well, he tried it on healthy 
volunleer.s, including 41 fair-skinned inmates 
of .Arizona State Prison. 

Much more testing has yet to be done to 
work out the proper dosage, but results so far 
are so encouraging that Dr. Filzpalrick hopes 
that within two or three years a pill a day 
will banish painful sunburns from the beaches.

Ever since the 18th Century the f!reatest pri<lc 
of Dresden has been its celebrated ciiUeetioii of 
paintings. Made up of some 2,500 works, it in- 
cludes old masters in staggering profusion— 
16 Rembrandts, 21 Cranachs, 17 Rubenses — 
and one of the most famous of all paintings. 
Raphael's Simine Madonna. Next month, after 
10 years in Russian exile, the collection will go 
on view in its customary quarters in the Pic- 
ture Gallery of Dresden, in East Germany. On 
these 10 pages Life presents the first big post- 
war view in color of Dresden masterpieces. Al- 
though some of the paintings suffered damage 
during and after the war (Life, Feb. 20), all 
of those shown here arc in good condition. 

Dresden owes its treasures to the voracious 
art appetite of the German dukes, called elec- 
tors, who ruled over Saxony. One of the earli- 
est collectors was the 16th Century elector, 
Frederick the Wise, who employed Cranach to 
paint altarpieces and portraits. The collection

grew slowly until Aufjustufs llii* Strong came 
to the throne in l(>y-l. After a grand tour of 
Eunipe, he acquired 2(K) Italian, Dutch and 
Heniish inasterpieces. These served as mere 
appetizers to his s<in, Augustus III, who dedi- 
cated liiinself and his treasury to art. Sending 
his agents all over the Continent, he bought 
751 paintings in a single year. In 1715, at a 
cost of 12 barrels of gold, he purchased a 
hundred more masterpieces from the Duke of 
Modena. In 1754 he went after the Sistine 
Madonna in Italy, bought it for the equivalent 
of about S50,00(). When il arrived at his palace, 
Augustus jiusheil aside his throne, exclaiming, 
"Make way for the great Raphael." 

The Seven Years' War brought an end to 
this buying spree. But the collecting electors 
of Saxonv had already succeeded in corner- 
ing so many masterpieces of jiainting that even 
after 200 years Dresden still has few equals 
among the greatest art collections of the world.

A top U.S. industrialist

The U.S. Is currently engaged in decisive 
economic discussions with Turkey, one of 
lis staunchest allies and one of the most 
troubled. Despite extensive American aid 
since 1948.

And there is hope that agreement 
will soon be reached whereby Turkey will 
adhere to a financially sound posture in re- 
turn for continued and increased U.S. aid. 

The man chiefly responsible for the hope 
is Clarence B. Randall, retired board chair- 
man of Inland Steel and special consultant 
to the President on foreign economic pol- 
icy. He entered the discussions at the re- 
quest of both sides. As a friend of both 
patties to the disagreements which have 
marred recent U.S. -Turkish relations, he 
made a realistic and persuasive review of 
what he calls "the partnership arrange- 
ments of the two." In this article he gives 
his expert appraisal of Turkey's past dif- 
ficulties and continuing assets as an ally.

FAR nul t(i tlie eaft. guarding ihe right flank of the free nations, 
standi tlic gallant Republic of Turkey. Along 1..500 mile.? of bor- 
iler hir strong army faces the source of danger, keeping watch to the 
north nmi eift round the clock. 

Kiir llic Turks this is not a new pristure of defense. Tliroughout 
tliree ceiiluries of history and 13 wars with Ru.ssia, the Turks have 
manned the same mountain passes and guarded the same dark waters 
of the Blark .'^ca. They w ere thus on guard before Washington crossed 
.the Delaware, and the posture they now maintain is taken not be- 
cause of American aid but out of deep conviction. It is more effective 
because of modern arms we have made available, but if the Turkish 
soldiers were barefoot and armed only with stones and elubs they 
would still be manning those passes and patrolling those coasts — 
and thus contributing to our security. So when Americans grumble 



to me about .American aid to Turkey. I ask if they have ever reflected 
upon Turkish aid to America. 

Seldom in historv has any nation, not excluding the United Stales, 
gone so far so fast as has modern Turkev since May 19. 1019. That 
was the dav when Mustafa Kemal Pasha, who was renamed Alaturk 
(father of the Turks) bv a people grateful lor his leadership, landed at 
Samsun on the Black Sea and [ilunged into the task of transforming 
a series of medieval communities into a new country. 

Now America's 19th Centurv is reproducing itself in Turkev. Her 
leaders in government and business dream the same great dreams 
that our leaders dreamed. Eventually many of theirs will probably 
come true, as did ours. Her population, like ours, is fused from many 
racial strains. Above all she has chosen democracy, as we did. 

We opened up our country by driving transcontinental railroads

from coast to coast. The Turks 
cut new highways into remote 
areas to reach villages that the 
old regime had deliberately kept 
inaccessible. Trucks now carry 
the farmer's produce from the 
villages to the sea. The traffic 
goes the other way, too: the roads 
bring ihe villages new ideas, new 
principles of government and ed- 
ucation. And with easier commu- 
nication comes the possibility of 
direct and cohesive national lead- 
ership for the whole eounlrv. 

But just as it was not all suc- 
cess for us in the roaring 19th 
Century, so the new Turkey suf- 
fers some severe gi"owing pains 
of its own. We Americans are apt 
to remember ihnse things that we 
did well and to forgel our fail- 
ures, but actuallv we too made 
many mistakes. For each great 
achievement in railroad building 

we built one that was badlv conceived and ina(le(]ualcly financed. 

The Turks too have occasionally been carried away by the heady 
excitement of rapid growth and have committed precious resources 
to projects that were either premature or improvident or both. 

Take for example their sleel plant at Karabuk. One can wonder 
whether the large capital rcijuired for a modern diversified steel plant 
might not have been better allocated to some other more urgent 
project in a nation whose funds are desperately short. I can under- 
stand and sympathize with Turkey's motives in spending for steel. 
Steel is a symbol of modcrnizalion and a steel plant offers protection 
against the ruthless pricing policies of European steel cartels. But 
priorities are needed in spending scarce capital, and the Turks per- 
haps should have put steel farther down the list. 

For security reasons the steel plant was built well inland from the 
Black Sea. So Karabuk stands 70 miles from a port and from its coal 
supply at Zonguldak. 100 from its nearest market and 600 from the 
ore source at Divrigi. The Turkish economy may have to pay heavily 
for this strategic but uneconomic location. 

Unlike Karabuk, most of Turkev's great new industrial projects 
have been wisely conceived and boldly undertaken. All but completed 
is the Seyhan dam, dedicated last month, which will produce 280 
million KWH of electric power annually and irrigate nearly 600,000 
acres. Seyhan power will suf)plv the cities of Adana, Mersin and Tar- 
sus, growing industrial centers. Five other combined irrigation and 
power plants will be finished in 
the next two years, as well as 
several sizable coal-fired general- ■ - 
ing plants. A dozen new cement 
plants are under construction and 
at least that many sugar factories. 
Sugar will probably be available 
for export liefore the current year 
is ended. A new nitrogen plant is 
expected to supply a third of the 
country's requirements in nitrog- 
enous fertilizers and a sulfuric 
acid plant has been started. Mod- 
ern loading, unloading and stor- 
age facilities have been contract- 
ed for at most of the principal 
harbors. New steel silos will great- 
ly increase grain storage capacity 
and refrigeration has Iteen pro- 
vided for fish and meat products. 
Five combination passenger and 
freight ships and 1 1 cargo ships 
have been bought. Evervwhere 
there are signs of the prodigious 
national effort. 

No one can fail to admire the 
courage with which this country 
of 24 million people has tackled 
this huge task, but their bold- 
ness has created new problems. 
The cost has been staggering and, 
because no reservoir of private

capital has been available, the 
financing has had to be provided 
through public funds. Substan- 
tial debt has been incurred abroad 
and the spending of such large 
amounts within the country has 
brought inflation. Turkey's ex- 
port trade is growing, but inevi- 
tably it falls short of providing 
enough foreign exchange for raw 
materials and spare parts, plus 
the completion at the same time 
of these vast new public enter- 
prises. Priorities for the alloca- 
tion of scarce dollars, pounds and 
other currencies have to be clear- 
ly determined and firmlv kept. 

All of this is now recognized 
by the Turkish cabinet and the 
Grand National Assembly. They 
know that the tremendous ad- 
vances which their people have 
made since the war coulil be halt- 
ed if inflation should rob them o{ 
their inifiroved standard of living anil discourage foreign investment. 
They know lhal llieir exports must pay for llieir imports. 

.'\s staunch members of NATO, the Turks also know that their 
military expenililiires c;;riiiol be reduced in the foreseeable future. 
So ihey have recenilv askeil l!ir Turkish oeople to make the same 
effort to establish fip M'cial «'-bilily thai ihey have given to build- 
ing industry and niilitarv niiglil.

This was followed at once by a series 
of decrees that struck at inflation and faced up to the financial prob- 
lems created by Turkey's efi'ort to do so much so fast. The Central 
Bank is to control credit rigidly. The various state enterprises are to 
be required to operate within the limit of their own revenues and 
denied help from the governmental budget. New public investments 
will be restricted to projects that can rapidly improve Turkey's credit 
situation abroad. Bank credits to private undertakings will be limited 
to those that will be immediately productive. Speculative enterprises 
will not be permitted. No increases in agricultural subsidies are to be 
allowed. A new import policy calls for enforcement of rigid priorities. 

Officials of the Turkish government believe that the country's 
financial problems, admittedly acute, are relatively short term. They 

believe that within two or three 
years the postwar building pro- 
. s - gram should begin to pay off in 
new productivity and Turkey will 
need to buy less abroad. A good 
crop year in 19.'>6 would help tre- 
mendoiislv. and nature cooper- 
ated last winter by supplying the 
most extensive blanket of snow 
in recorded history. 

Turkev's long-term prospects 
are excellent. Once she passes the 
current squeeze she will be on her 
way and it lies within her power 
in another generation to become 
a truly great nation. 

She has impressive resources. 
Take minerals, for example. Her 
production of chrome plays an 
important part in siipplving the 
needs of the United States and 
the rest of the free world. Her 
iron ore is first class in quality 
and sufficient in quantity to sup- 
port her own sleel industry for a 
long period. She has enormous 
reserves of lignite and at Zong-il- 
dak on the Black Sea she has bi- 
tuminous coal estimated to be 
sufficient for 1(X) years.

exploration for oil and the prospects are lhoii>;Jit to be eneoura<rInf;. 
A projecleil new refinery to lie Imilt liv private capital at Istaiiluil 
should effect frreat savings in foreijjn exchange. Some orudc pro- 
duction and refinini; are already being carried on. 

Salt and sulfur are being produced lor domestic consumption. 
Awaiting large-scale exploitation are: copper, manganese, mercury, 
antimony, asbestos, magnesile, boracile, emerv and meerschaum. 

Great progress has been made in agriculture, especially in the 
semiarid regions of the Analolian plateau. Some yarieties of Turk- 
ish wheat are already establishing an enviable position in the highly 
competitive world market. Turkish tobacco is of course known 
everyw here and if the terms of trade were better it would be in even 
stronger demand. Kigs and nuts are important export items. Turkey 
prows excellent fruits in gn-al prolusion. I have never eaten belter 
melons than Turkish melons and, heresy though it may be, I say 
that Turkish orange juice is the best in the world. Lei Horida, 
Arizona and California do their worst; I stand on that statement. 

Among luxury foods Turkey has a completely undeveloped as- 
set in her fish. In Chicago I can buy Dover sole flown from England. 
It is far superior to the various substitutes sold as sole in .American 
hotels, but if I were free to choose I would take Turkish sole 
every time. The only reason I do not buy il is because no Turk has 
vet set out to market il in Europe and the United States. When be 
does that be will add Turkish swordfish. Turkish turbot, lobster 
from the Sea of Marmara an<l a wide variety of other exotic and 
delicious seafoods and thereby provide his country with an im- 
portant new weapon in its campaign to balance its trade. Perhaps 
he will add a sideline of frozen orange juice. 

Hen first, egg second 

AND speaking both of and for Americans, I assure my Turk- 
k ish friends that a big dollar-earning tourist trade is ready to 
come their way if they will only make a little more determined 
effort to seek it and take care of it. The new holcls al Istanbul are 
a fine beginning, and the new highways beckon invitingly. But 
here the hen must. definitely precede the egg; more hotels must 
be there before the travelers come. 

The district of Antalya along the Mediterranean might well be- 
come a Riviera of the future. There the sea in midwinter is warmer 
than the waters of the Bosporus in July, and the long beaches of 
soft golden sand are among the finest in the world. Landward from 
the coast rise the towering Taurus Mountains. A half hour's auto- 
mobile ride w ill take you to a picnic in a forest by a rushing stream, 
and if you go still higher, you will find yourself knee-deep in snow.

This fabulous Antalya district is rich in archaeological treasure. 
Here are ruins frotn the Greek and Roman civilizations, such as 
the theater of .Aspendus which could seat 15.(XXJ persons, ami 
which is still used. Here was the winter seat of the j.'reat Seljuk 
empire which in the Middle Ages ruled from the Caspian Sea to 
the Indian Ocean. 

But the greatest of all the resources of modern Turkey is the 
spirit of her people. They are determined that nothing shall stop 
tliein from getting ahead. The courage and optimism with which 
they are attacking their new tasks are infectious. Much that they 
are undertaking is new to them, and though thcv learn modem 
techniques quickly, they urgently need more people trained in the 
essential skills of an industrial society. 

Most of all, it seems to me, they need men and women who 
understand what we call management. The organizing and disci- 
plining of the staff of their great new enterprises requires super- 
visory skill of a high order, and few Turks have had an opportunity 
to acquire that sort of experience. It is all very well for them to 
send their able young men to our colleges to study agriculture, 
electrical engineering, transportation and so on, hut I should lil.e 
to see them send equally capable trainees to our business schools 
to study economics, accounting and the principles of management. 

The impact of American education is alreadv great. Every- 
where in l urkish government or business offices one encounters 
men trained at eenturv-old Robert College of Istanbul or some 
of the other schools established by American philanthropy. Amer- 
icans could have done nothing more enlightened or better cal- 
culated to serve the cause of ultimate peace than the establisii- 
ment of those schools. 

In one respect Turkey's new and vigorous democracy differs 
from ours, and I mention this only because I am so extremely 
fond of the Turks. They are inordinately sensitive to criticism. As 
a nation and as individuals they are apt to be hurt by frank state- 
ments about themselves that Americans would take in stride. They 
have not yet reached that robust state where men may have strong 
differences on political and economic questions and still live 
together in harmtmy. 

But Turkish loyalties are true and intense. Above all the Turks 
believe in the future of their country and not in a narrow national- 
istic sense, for the Turkey of the f uture will serve the welfare of the 
entire world through her strength and the wisdom of her leaders.

toward the other toes, but the metatarsal continues in the varus 
position. The joint bulges and shoe pressure cultivates the bunion. 
For serious cases of this sort the only cure is surgery to realign 
the first metatarsal and toe so that they can fit into the shoe." 

Lapidus is also deeply concerned about the longitudinal arch. 
"There is no such thing as a fallen longitudinal arch," he says. 
"There is no way for the thing to fall. During the last war I looked 
at 150,000 pairs of feet for Selective Service and saw hundreds 
that were normal except for the absence of a longitudinal arch. 
The majority of the men had no trouble, but if they had gone 
into service and carried a field pack 20 miles, their feel would have 
laeked the leverage to support the weight and they would have 
been eligible for description as cases of fallen arches. Hooey!" 

Dr. Lapidus contends that the long arch is a rigid, not a flexible, 
structure. "The next time somebody tries to tell you about the 
miraculous spring ligament on which you walk," he warns, "run 
for your life." 

Needless to say, medical and chiropodial opinion is divided on 
this matter as on most others. Some practitioners, disputing lapi- 
dus, recommend shoes with flexible shanks to accommodate the 
springy, flexible arch. Others eschew flexible shanks, blaming them 
for foot breakdown, and stress the need for rigidity which will 
conform to their version of the architecture of the foot. 

Still, it is possible to find some thread of comforting uniformity 
amid the doctrinal babel. Orthopedists concur in their view of the 
foot as a functioning structure in which disabdity usually consists 
of failure to cope with the force of gravity. No matter what their 
belief as to the cause of the failure or the best way to correct it, 
they are united in their effort to help the foot bear weight with 
minimum pain. 

Orthopedic foot surgery is being undertaken more frequently 
than in the past for quick, drastic correction of conditions which 
balk other forms of treatment. Hundreds of Americans no longer 
suffer with soft corns between the toes now that the base of one 
of their toe bones has been sliced off to remove pressure from the 
flesh of the adjoining tr)e. Even bard corns arc eliminated and the 
knuckle of the little toe trimmed down so that the foot can fit into 
a fashionable shoe and survive, cornless. 

"We do what we can to encourage the use of sensible footwear," 
says one orthopedist, "but our powers are limited. A woman's feet 
may be more comfortable in wider shoes, but her mind is not. 
Impractical shoes contributed to her pain, but now she wants to 
keep the shoes and lose the pain. The only patients with whom 
we are able to practice preventive medicine to any extent are chil- 
dren. When we find it desirable to influence a child's posture by 
changing his shoes, he offers no protest." 

Although there seems to be little prospect of changing the 
adult's stubbornly fashionable attitude toward shoes, the future 
is not without hope. Evolution is changing the foot itself. Anthro- 
pologists say that we have been using our fifth toes so little that 
we arc actually losing them. We are becoming four-toed creatures. 
The intergalactic pioneer of tomorrow, enabled by the inexorable 
march of science to penetrate the impenetrable and establish man's 
hegemony over the stars, will therefore not be troubled with a 
corn on the fifth toe. He will wear his corn, we can be sure, on his 
fourth toe, uidess the inexorable march of science happens to 
stumble across a cure in the meantime.

In one nf his remedies for the short first, Morton treats it as if 
it were a table with a short leg: he brings the floor up to meet it. 
He uses a light, specially designed insole which transfers the pres- 
sure away from the irritated parts of the foot and forces the short 
first to bear its proper weight. 

Many physicians and chiropodists are staunchly opposed to 
Morton's theories. "We can't deny that there is such a thing as a 
short first and that it can cause foot pain," says one eminent 
orthopedist, "but the mere coexistence of a short first and foot 
pain does not mean that one causes the other. There are too many 
additional possibilities. The same is true of Morton's 'hypermobile 
first metatarsal,' only more so. Some capable men are not con- 
vinced that the condition even exists. If it does exist, it can 
scarcely be the one and only cause of the many types of weak 
and flat feet that we see." 

Statistics are rigorously flourished on both sides of the argu- 
ment. Anti-Mortonites point to a large study by Canadian ortho- 
pedic surgeons which found that short first metatarsals were of 
no importance in causing foot disability. Pro-Mortonites retaliate 
with a much more limited study by a New York podiatrist which 
indicated that there was a relationship between short first meta- 
tarsals and sore feet. 

The bunion and evolution 

IN the bunion field the chief theorist is Dr. Paul W. Lapidus, 
head of the foot clinic at the Hospital for joint Diseases in 
New York. Like Morton he focuses his attention on the first meta- 
tarsal but with very different results. Dr. Lapidus believes that 
bunions usually arise from a condition that he calls metatarsus 
primus varus, which is medical Latin for a first metatarsal that 
points sharply toward the other foot. Metatarsus primus varus 
being a characteristic of ape feet, Lapidus thinks that its appear- 
ance in a human being indicates a case of arrested embryonic 
development. He points out that usually the development of the 
human embryo roughly approximates the evolution of the species 
from fish to mammal to primate to human being, with the diver- 
gent metatarsal appearing during the embryo's "primate" stage and 
usually straightening out before birth. 

Sometimes, however, the metatarsal does not straighten out 
before birth, and this, Lapidus thinks, is the cause of the trouble, 
although it is not apt to be recognized until maturity when a bun- 
ion has already formed. "A foot like that when shod in a modern 
fashionable shoe," says Dr. Lapidus, "has no alternative but to 
produce a bunion. The first metatarsal and great toe are pointing 
away from the rest of the forefoot, but the condition is ignored 
and the foot is stuffed into the shoe. The shoe forces the great toe

SUFFERING HUMANITY resorts to hoi baths and recriminations against 
oflending feet but is unwilling to give up the stylish shoes that cause trouble. 
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J. Morton, a New York orthopedic surgeon and associate profes- 
sor of anatomy at Columbia University for 20 years who, at 72, 
continues to enunciate. Study of evolution, physiology, anatomy, 
embryology, the laws of heredity and X-ray pictures of his own 
patients led Dr. Morton to the conclusion that one of our most 
common foot troubles, apart from corns and bunions, lias to do 
with the failure of the first metatarsal bone to bear the brunt of 
body weight when we stand or walk. Morton demonstrated that 
the head of this bone, beneath the ball of the foot, is supposed to 
sustain much of the force of gravity for the entire body, and he 
discovered skeletal circumstances which he believes often make the 
bone inadequate to the task. In such cases the load is displaced 
to other bones which are not designed to suffer the stress, and 
walking becomes painful. 

As a prime example Morton cites the first metatarsal (see draw- 
ing, p. 170), which he says is often too short to do its job. He esti- 
mates that about 40% of humanity own feet in which the slender 
second metatarsal extends farther forward than the heavier first 
metatarsal. In these cases, when the foot is bent in walking, the 
first metatarsal docs not reach the ground, and the weight is con- 
centrated on the second. In time angry calluses may develop at 
the ball of the foot. The condition is popularly but inaccurately 
diagnosed as "fallen metatarsal arch," a term abhorrent to Mor- 
ton and now rejected by most orthopedists, whether they endorse 
all his theories or not. 

^Vnother central concept of Morton's is that the first metatarsal 
often fails to bear weight properly, not because it is too short but 
because it is insufficiently rigid. He calls this condition "hyper- 
mobility of the first metatarsal segment" and attributes it to slack 
ligaments. The hypermobile segment, says Morton, leads to the 
familiar weak foot or pronatcd posture in which the sufferer, 
whether he has a high arch or not, develops painful strains. 

Morton stresses that the "short first," as it is known in the 
trade, does not make foot pain inevitable. "Most men with short 
firsts get through life with no trouble or, at worst, vague aches 
and pains. It depends mainly on how they make their living. A 
veteran postman is more likely to suffer with his short first than 
somebody who does less walking." 

Women are different. 

"It's the high heel," sighs Morton. "Whether the girl stands or 
walks, the high heel throws more weight onto the ball of the foot 
than the metatarsals would normally .support. If the second meta- 
tarsal is longer than the first, it is subjected to an even worse 
overload. By the time she is 30 the wear and tear will have been 
considerable and her tissues will no longer be resilient enough to 
cope with it. At that point somebody may tell her that she has 
fallen metatarsal arches. Flat-heeled shoes may be suggested, liut 
she can't wear them. At least not all at once. Years in high heels 
have caused a shortening of her calf muscles. It takes weeks for the 
shortened calves to adjust to low heels and the discomfort of the 
sudden change is probably responsible for the superstition that 
women are better off in high heels. Let me tell you, it's a mess." 

More damage has been done by the medium heel than the spike 
heel, Morton thinks. "The woman who wears spike heels may be 
wary enough to give her poor feel an occasional rest, but the 
woman in medium heels erroneously believes her feet need no rest.

bound beneath the sole. A year or so later, when the toes were 
successfully (ielnrmed. the attending sages and procurers set 
about doubling the child's heels under until they approached the 
tips of the toes. The result was an anatomical fright by our stand- 
ards, but it could lit into a silken boot scarcely larger than a tea- 
cup. The girl did not walk, but tottered, quivering all over and 
provoking among the mandarins an effect not unlike that observa- 
ble on any American streelcorner when a pretty girl waggles by 
on spike heels. 

Second onlv to the lilv foot as an immobilizer was the device 
called the chopine. Introduced to Europe via Italy in the 15th 
Centurv, the liiopinc was an ornately shaped and lavishly decorat- 
ed platform clog favored in harems. Some of the monstrosities 
were two feet high and all were absolutely unsuited to locomo- 
tion. No wearer could move an inch unless someone held her up. 
Respectable women claimed unconvincingly that the chopincs 
were worth the annovance because they protected the feet from 
dirt and damp. Courtesans also wore them but offered no excuses. 
The chopine survived for more than 200 years, finally giving way 
in the 17th Century to the high heel. 

Men"s feet were also cramped by fashion as late as the Victorian 
era and have onlv recently been given Lebensraum. Until the lat- 
ter half of the 19th Century the difference between a left foot and 
a right foot was not commonly recognized in shoe manufacture. 
The shoemakers of ancient Egypt had perceived the difference be- 
tween the feet and had embodied it in some of their designs. But 
in most countries identical shoes, not really fitting either foot, 
were worn by all but the wealthiest consumers until less than a 
hundred years ago. To the discomfort of interchangeable shoes, 
men of all eras managed to add the torture of foppish styles that 
pinched the feet. Therefore thev suffered, and when their suffer- 
ing became unbearable they joined the womenfolk in the office of 
the doctor or the chiropodist, who was usually known as the 
"corn doctor." 

Nowadays nobody but another chiropodist (from the Greek 
cheir, band, plus pons, podos, foot) dares call a chiropodist a corn 
doctor. Some chiropodists do not even like to be called chirop- 
odists, but prefer "podiatrist," a term less susceptible to confu- 
sion with "chiropractor." 

Chiropodists-podiatrists have achieved legal and social accept- 
ance in every state, and the corn is no longer their only interest. 
For their increasing authority and prosperity they credit (a) the 
historic tendency of physicians to abdicate from treatment of un- 
spectacular foot conditions and (b) the professional standards 
established by state law and carefully observed in their six ac- 
credited colleges. Chiropodists are forbidden to perform major 
surgery and they do not attempt to cure basic disorders. Otherwise 
the foot is their oyster. Among their chief concerns are the so- 
called arch troubles which bother so many Americans, corned or 
not. In treating these cases, the chiropodists rely on shoe lifts, 
pads, supports, exercises, special footgear and the like, disagreeing 
with each other just as vociferously as physicians. 

One of the keenest controversies in the field of the foot is of 25

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EARLIEST CINDERELLA, a prolty legend says, was an Egyptian slavf i;irl 
whose tiny foot fitted into the shew that a passing eagle dropped to a pharaoh. 
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the torture involved. Efforts to alter this emphasis are balked on 
esthetic grounds, both by the owners of the feet and by men, who 
throughout history have always had strong preferences as to how 
the well-turned ankle should be presented. 

In the days before history women's feet evidently had equal 
rights with men's feet. Stone Age wall paintings found in caves 
of Spain and southern France sliow that the human beings of 
10,000 B.C. wrapped their feet in pieces of animal hide, presum- 
ably for protection against thorns and sharp rocks. There is no 
indication that the female foot had yet been singled out for special 
treatment. However, when discernible history began, women's feet 
became erotic attractions. 

The appendage was apparently recognized as the point of contact 
between the fecund woman and the fruitful mother earth and was 
invested with magical significance in the propagation of the tribe. 
The Oriental and Middle Eastern societies from which we inherit 
much of our culture kept their women close to home not only by 
moral exhortation but by the use of ankle fetters, impractical 
shoes and other forms of ritualistic hobbling practiced at marriage 
ceremonies and adopted as everyday fashion. These folkways are 
believed to have nurtured the theory that the girl with the tiniest 
feet and least vigorous gait was the most desirable. Tliis debatable 
idea persists to the present day, along with such other descendants 
of ancient sexual customs as the high heel and the golden anklet. 

An early Cinderella 

IN ancient Egypt men wore sandijjs of leatlier and plaited grass, 
sometimes trimmed with precious metal. They also wore heavy 
leather boots with thick soles. But the footgear of their women 
was often less practical. Surviving samples include a few that re- 
semble straw breadbaskets, in which walking must have been a 
major problem. Probably the earliest Cinderella story was E^y- 
tian and dealt with romance between a small-footed girl and a king 
who liked 'em that way. In this case it was the Pharaoh Psammeti- 
chus (660-610 B.C.). He married the slave girl whose tiny foot fitted 
into the exciting sandal which a passing eagle had dropped. 

Bemused by feet, wealthy Egyptians and other ladies' men of 
the Mediterranean and Middle East were given to equipping their 
women with anklets, jeweled toe rings and musical bangles. The 
Prophet Isaiah objected to the bangles, which by his time had been 
improved with chains that ran from leg to leg. ". . . Walking 
and mincing as they go," complained Isaiah, "and making a 
tinkling with their feet." 

The correlation between feminine attractiveness and feminine 
inability to walk properly was most acutely appreciated in China 
where, from about the 10th Century until shortly before World 
War I, girls' feel were deliberately crippled by binding. In West- 
ern writings the practice is sometimes blamed on a clubfooted 
empress who wanted other women to be equally immobile, but 
Lin Yutang explains, "Its origin was undoubtedly in the courts of 
licentious kings, its popularity with men was based on the worship 
of women's feet and shoes as a love fetish and on the feminine 
gait which naturally followed, and its popularity with women was 
based on their desire to curry men's favor." 

To achieve the "lily foot," as it was called, the feet of a girl 
child were literally squashed in half. First the four small toes were

that were devised without proper regard to the ancient physiology 
ol the foot. 

Atitliropologists .say that during all but the last fraction of the 
estimated 20 or 30 million years which have elapsed since our pre- 
human ancestors took up life on the ground, the evolution of the 
loot was tow ard the development of a sturdy, rigid member capable 
of great leverage, high endurance and fast locomotion over uneven 
terrain, without shoes. V\ hat harl once been much like a hand, or 
the fool of a gorilla, slowly developed a massive heel and a long, 
powerful stress-resistant arch. The big toe gradually swung ainuiid 
from its thumblikc position into one almost [larallel with the 
others and grew stout and strong while the small toes, less active 
now than w hen cmployc<l to grasp the limbs of trees, grew smaller. 
Tbc joint between the big toe and the head of the lirst metatarsal 
bone at the ball of the foot became better adapted for upright 
walking and running. 

I'lic prehistoric human foot was ready for anvthing. Each un- 
shod step on uneven terrain was a fresh experience, subjecting the 
ibii k. harilcned sole and Ixmy architecture to a different stress. 
W itii the strain subdivided in that way from one step to the next 
and the heel aii<l ball sharing the burden of gravity with the toes 
and arched surla< cs. mechanical breakdown was less likelv than on 
a uniiormlv flat surface like a pavement, where the step becomes 
stereotyped and the full weight of the body hammers incessantly 
at the same lew scpiare centimeters of affronted s<ile. 

In this connection irnesligators have found that the feet of un- 
shod, primitive peoples are unilornilv freer of pain and disability 
than the feet of the civilized. Primitive soles are hard and thick 
but primitive toes are free from corns. (There is no argument 
about the cause of corns in the modern foot; it is a liorny proliliTa- 
tion of skin caused by the relentless outside pressure of a shoe and 
the stidiborn inside counterpressuie of a bony protuberance such 
as the joint of a toe.) 

The clear impracticability of fostering foot health by tearing 
up all streets and making everybody run barefoot has left authori- 
ties with little to complain about except shoes. This, however, is 
plenty. As early as 1781 a Dutch f)hvsician and anatomist. Pielcr 
Camper, wrote: It is surprising that while mankind in all ages 
have bestowed the greatest attention upon the feet ol horses, 
mules, oxen an<l other ain'mals of burthen or <lraiight. they have 
entirely neglected those of their own species, abandoning them to 
the ignorance of workmen w ho, in general, can oidy make the shoe 
upon routine princi|ilcs and according to the absurdities of fash- 
ion, or the depraved taste of the day. Thus, from our earliest 
infancy, shoes, as at present worn, serve but to deform the toes 
and cover the feet with corns." 

In attacking fashion in shoes. Camper and later authorities have 
made slow progress. Apparently no amount of scientific knowledge 
or warning is enough to overcome the great central obstacle: a 
woman's pride in her appearance. Among foot patients women now 
far outnumber men. Some modern females do buy shoes large 
enough to fit them, and some even wear playshoes like men's. 
But in the main, women's fashion continues to emphasize the 
foot as an item of decor rather than of locomotion, regardless of

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in a wrong world, anil I suppo.se llicy move forward slightly in their 
sarcophagus when weight is applied. But in the Perfect Shoe they 
are joyful and alive, working like vigorous fingers and grasping the 
surface heneath them. Why did ihc Lord give us toes — so that 
they would just lie there and perish? Did He design the sardine for 
the can?" 

In his effort to provide a joyful world for the foot, Murray goes 
in for lightning rods. ICach Space Shoe contains a metal thread 
which runs from the inside of the shoe to the ground, supposedly 
carrying off the "static electricity" which Murray hiames for ex- 
cess warmth, perspiration and the spread of the fungus blight, 
athlete's foot. Whatever fungi are not eliminated by lightning-rod 
dryness are beaten back, Murray believes, by the healthy resist- 
ance of the happy foot. 

Not all Murray's customers have happy feet. One man who 
bought a pair of Space Shoes soon developed a backache, a callus 
and pains in his big toe. When he complained about the shoes to 
Murray, the inventor waggled an excited finger in the customer's 
face and cried, "There's nothing wrong with these shoes! It's your 
feet that arc wrong!" 

Physicians have little respect for Murray's anatomical theories. 
Thev think his vivid concept of the "watery sac" is nonsense, and 
ihey point out that since the foot is the most stable organ of the 
body, the chances of the toes working like vigorous fingers are ex- 
tremely slim, regardless of the container. But they hesitate to dis- 
miss the shoe itself, and some even recommend it to people who 
need width across the toes or can benefit from having the force of 
gravity distributed more or less evenly along the sole of the foot. 
In suggesting the Space Shoe to a patient, doctors consider not 
only bis physical condition but his morale: does he have the spirit- 
ual stamina to endure the witticisms of his friends? 

Chiropodists, who are no more impressed than physicians by 
Murray's Hydraulic Law of the Foot, are otherwise more enthusi- 
astic about his ideas. Several of them are busy manufacturing 
their own imitations of the Space Shoe and experimenting with 
modifications which they hope will provide comfort while looking 
somewhat more like a shoe. 

Such recent experiments in footwear simply underline the basic 
contention of foot authorities. Rather than blame the marvelouslv

(HI such mprchandisc hut the figure must he con- 
siderable. The Sclioll Manufacturing Company, 
Inc., the world's largest but by no means the only 
nuiiiufacturcr of foot remedies, reports that its 
1955 sales volume was "roughly S35 million." 

For an object that has been the site of so much 
human wretchedness, the foot has been accorded 
:i remarkably favorable press. Physicians and chi- 
riip(i<lis|. invariably write nice things about it. 
They extol the foot as the most marvelously in- 
tricate and efficient machine in all creation. They 
;ipplauil the splendid concord of bones (the "nor- 
mal" foot has 26, but many people's feet have 
extra ones), ligaments, tendons, muscles, nerves, 
arteries, veins, sweat glands and miscellaneous ves- 
seU and tissue on which humanity trudges. But it 
is only in their [ireliminary spasms of generalized 
admiration that the experts are able to achieve 
agreement. Once they get down to business and 
begin discussing what tliey ought lo do alwuit the 
font, they brawl. 

Some prescribe muscular exercises for feet 
which appear lo have mechanical weaknesses, such 
as arch trouble. Others deride exercises on the 
izrounds that the weight-bearing structures of the 
foul are bone and ligament, not muscle. Some say 
the long arch is spring)' anil resilient and should 
be given flexible su|)port. Others insist thai it 
i- rigid. 

Some blame the bunion, which is a bony en- 
largement of the big toe, on evolution. They sug- 
gest that the victim's family has not com|)letely 
bridgc(l the abyss from the days when feet were 
usi d for grasping and had thumbs instead of big 
toes. One doctor of this persuasion shows X-ray 
plates of a bunion patient's foot and says, "L,ook! 
A good gorilla foot! The big toe looks like a thumb! 
It would be more comfortable in a glove than in a 
shoe!" Doctors of other schools assert that the 
only hereditary factor in bunions is a familial pen- 
chant for buying shoes that do not fit. 

Dr. Frederick Lee Liebolt, orthopedic surgeon 
at New York Hospital-Cornell Medical Center, is 
interested in feet and wishes there were some way 
to persuade the public, including the medical pub- 
lic, that sick feet deserve concerted study and 
expiTl care. "As matters stand, shoe salesmen see 
and treat more painful feet than physicians do," 
says Dr. Liebolt. "This is not good lor the feet and 
is not good for the ])rofession either. The tendency 
to take sick feet to a store instead of to a doctor is 



as bad as the old-fashioned practice of buying eye- 
glasses (rom a pushcart." 

One shoe salesman who thinks that taking sick 
feet lo a store is a wonderful thing is New York 
City's Alan K. Murray, the inventor of the Space 
Shoe. Since approximately 1(X),000 Americans 
have taken their feet lo him and paid S70 a pair for 
his revohilionary foot covering, Murray's enthusi- 
asm is understandable. 

The Space Shoe, which can be mistaken at 
medium range lor a loal ol pumpernickel or a de- 
flated football, is molded to a plaster cast of the in- 
dividual foot. Even the plastic-impregnated leather 
upper is molded and faithfully reveals the stark- 
ness of each bump and lump. Innards and side arc 
monk's cloth and Turkish toweling soaked in syn- 
thetic latex and sha[ied so as to snuggle against 
every contour. Flssenlially, the customers walk in 
their own footprints, and the more evangelical of 
them say that it is like soaring. 

People who wear these implausible objects or 
their several competitive mutations claim that they 
were driven to it by desperation and no longer care 
how hideous they are because they make iheir feet 
feel good. Space Shoers love to whip off the equip- 
ment and show where the corns used to be and 
how pink and prosperous the toes have become. 

Murray's 'Hydraulic Law' 

INVENTOR Murray has "laws" and "theories" 
novel enough to give the average ortho|)edist a 
seizure. A man with bushy eyebrows and a low 
boiling point, he announces his notions with con- 
siderable rhetorical emphasis. "Some people think 
the brain is the most powerful muscle, but it isn't," 
he says, mistakeidy identifying the brain as a 
muscle. "The body has more brains than the head 
and proves it by the way the feet correct them- 
selves and return lo Nature's Original Flan when 
you take them out of the shoe of convention — 
that dank and fatal hole in which man mutilates 
his physical being. The foot has to be regarded as 
an elastic membrane filled with water. That's my 
Hydraulic Law of the Fool. The watery vessel must 
be fitted so as to preserve all its contours and then 
the shoemaker is supposed to get out of the way 
and let the foot regenerate itself. That's my law 
of Non-interference. 

"In the shoe of convention," Murray says with 
pity in his voice, "the [>oor toes lie useless, dying

THE WRETCHED LOT 

Dismaying catalog of evils plagues ill-shod humanity. 
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A PREPOSTEROUSLY high percentage of the 
persons reading this article in their living 
rooms are doing so with their shoes off. The shoes 
are off because it feels better that way. It feels 
better that way because the feet, in many in- 
stances, are aftlicled with strange and manifold 
miseries. Indeed, millions of people totter through 
life blaming their foot pains on conditions that 
do not even exist: 

► The term "flat feet" is frequently applied to 
feet which are not flat at all. 

► People with authentic flat feet often complain 
that they have "fallen arches," a derangement 
of bone and tissue which is described in text- 
books, but some doctors who have really studied 
the matter say that arches do not fall: they are 
flat from birth. 

► Some people believe they have "fallen meta- 
tarsal arches," an ailment which qualifies as dou- 
bly nonexistent. Specialists say the metatarsal arch 
never falls because there is no metatarsal arch. 

The fact is that there is more confusion about 
the foot than about any comparably bothersome 
part of the human body except, perhaps, the brain. 
Physicians are unable to agree as to the inner 
workings of the foot, the causes of its many dif- 
ficulties or the treatment most likely to alleviate 
trouble. Among specialists the differences of opin- 
ion are strongly felt but are debated in compara- 
tive privacy: foot man argues with foot man and 
the rest of the profession busies itself elsewhere. 

Most physicians are uninterested because the 
difficulties of the foot are seldom fatal, are rarely 
dangerous even when excruciatingly uncomfort- 
able and inevitably must lose out in competition 
with more urgent ills offering the lure of dramatic 
cures. Even the orthopedic surgeon, who special- 
izes in bones and muscles, tends to gravitate to- 
ward parts of the body where the emergencies are 
keener, the challenges brighter. 

But consider the natural shocks the human foot 
is heir to: 

There are "flat feet" of many varieties includ- 
ing, as noted above, those that are not flat at all. 
There are feet whose longitudinal arches are too 
high, causing the weight of the body to be borne 
on a painfullv small area of the sole. There are feet 
in which deficient function of the metatarsal bones 
{see (Iraicing. p. 170) interferes with normal stance 
and gait. There are heel tissues which have been 
worn to a frazzle from standing improperly or 



standing too much. There are sixth and seventh 
toes, hammertoes, overlapping toes, underriding 
toes, big toes that point in the wrong direction. 
TTiere are ingrown toenails caused by tight shoes 
or incorrect nail trimming. There are burning 
feet, cold feet and chronically tired feet. There 
are blisters, calluses and corns both hard and soft. 
There is athlete's foot. There are dozens more. 

Although many of these afflictions are trivial 
and provide much amusement for hecklers, there 
is a less hilarious component: when the foot is 
uncomfortable, the victim alters his posture to 
minimize pain. If the new posture becomes habit- 
ual, the resultant wear and tear can damage such 
other parts of the body as may have been thrown 
out of plumb. Among the more familiar conse- 
quences are headaches, backaches, neuralgia and 
arthritis. Furthermore, the condition of the feet 
sometimes serves as a warning of heart disease, cir- 
culatory deficiencies, diabetes and kidney trouble. 

Home treatment 

FOOT problems such as major deformities are 
comparatively rare. The remarkable fact is 
that so many people with "ordinary" feet have so 
much trouble and get so little relief. Unless foot 
distress becomes acute enough to affect earning 
capacity or to interfere with recreation, it is sel- 
dom brought either to a physician or chiropodist. 
According to their private views of what might 
relieve the annoyance, the victims do less walking; 
pare their own corns more frequently (a hazard- 
ous pastime) ; change their shoe store in hope of 
finding a more comfortable fit; take up foot ex- 
ercises, such as rolling a pop bottle around be- 
neath the instep or picking up marbles with the 
toes; woo better circulation bv reclining with feet 
elevated above the head (which is relaxing but 
does nothing to improve circulation in the feet) ; 
begin trimming the nails of the toes straight across 
instead of in an arc, a method which doctors have 
recommended for centuries to prevent ingrown 
toenails and which sufferers for centuries have 
adopted only after they have already developed in- 
grown toenails. 

Many of the footsore rely on the wonders of 
modern pharmacopoeia and technology, limping 
to the store to purchase special soap, powder, 
lotion, plasters, pads, lifts, supports or even spe- 
cial shoes. Nobody knows how much they spend

that some young graduates in this boom market will acquire an 
inflated view of their importance and will conclude that the normal 
rules of competition, compensation and accomplishment have been 
permanently suspended in their behalf I am sure they haven't. There 
is always the risk of a boom creating distorted values, and this is 
especially dangerous when the commodity is our young men. But 
even though the current feverish employment efforts may slacken, 
this will not mean that long-term supply and demand will have been 
balanced. We may experience a drop-off in the need for the foot sol- 
diers of technology but the need for flag officers will always be high. 

I have been through the experience at M.I.T. of seeing its enroll- 
ment nearly double in a decade. I know, therefore, something of the 
huge new investment of men and money required to expand while 
at the same time we were seeking to raise standards and keep pace 
with the explosive development of science and engineering. The ques- 
tion as to whether M.I.T. will expand still more is yet to be decisively 
settled, but I am glad that M.I.T. already is tooled up to make a 
greater manpower contribution to the nation in this critical period 
and that much of this increase has come at the graduate level where 
the need is greatest. I am glad that we have been moving steadily 
toward greater stress on fundamentals and on new fields of tech- 
nology. But what of the future? 

Further expansion means new investment at the rate of about 
550,000 per additional student in endowment, buildings and equip- 
ment. To this must be added the high cost of all the new instruments, 
facilities and men required to keep up with technology and industry 
and to avoid obsolescence. We will have this cost even if we do not 
add a single additional student. But cost is not the fundamental 
question, nor should it be the controlling factor in reaching a decision 
whether to expand. The real problem is to find enough great teachers; 
the real question is whether or how we can expand without damaging 
the quality of our education and research. 

These are the factors and responsibilities which are being weighed 
in private scientific institutions across the country. In the exciting 
atmosphere of rapid discovery and intellectual ferment, of mounting 
demands for men and ideas, the decisions which are being made re- 
quire sober and thorough debate, for they affect the future produc- 
tivity, creativity and intellectual climate of America. It is the glory of 
American education that these decisions can be made freely, institu- 
tion by institution, and that out of the diversity of views can come a 
consensus, wiser because it is unregimented. 

It is the faith of America that such free discussions and decisions 
are the best means for insuring that the education of our scientists 
and engineers can be made fully equal to the needs of the nation.

immediate needs with a federal program with the hope and plan that 
private funds will be adequate to carry the need after five years. 

Second in my suggested list of remedial measures would be a con- 
certed effort to revitalize the leaching of science and mathematics in 
the secondary schools. My associate. Professor Jerrold R. Zacharias, 
has suggested one approach. Let a group of the best physicists in the 
country come together in a special study group to plan a whole new 
approach to elementary physics education. Let them set the new goals 
demanded by modern physics, design new courses, visualize fresh 
experiments and imaginative demonstrations. Let these plans be re- 
duced to reality by a working group which will design and direct 
the making of, say, 90 professionally executed movie shorts of 20 
minutes each with the necessary accompanying manuals and texts. 
In this way let us capitalize on the resources of visual technology, 
the imagination, understanding and zeal of great physicists, to give 
to the .secondary school teacher a fresh and powerful teaching aid and 
a new reach. A million-dollar project of this kind might well infuse 
new life and great teaching art into the teaching of science in thou- 
sands of schools. It is my hope that such a project may serve as a 
pilot plant for lifting the teaching of the other sciences to a new level. 

Third on my list of needed actions is a national forum like the 
recent White House Conference on Education to throw a spotlight 
on ways whereby the nation can educate more and better scientists 
and engineers. The nation's technological work requires a broad 
spectrum of abilities and skills, ranging from the technician, who 
does not need a degree, to the creative scicnti.st or engineer whose 
education has carried him through the Ph.D. or even postdoctoral 
study. Men are in short supply throughout the entire spectrum, but 
our greatest current shortages arc at the extremes: we need more 
technicians to back up the professional scientist and more two- 
year terminal programs or technical institutes to train them. At the 
other end of the spectrum we need more graduate education and 
more graduate study opportunities to make this possible. 

Engineering education, it is felt by many industrialists and edu- 
cators, is in need of revitalization. Should it not contain more basic 
science if it is to educate men with the power and versatility required 
by the growing complexity of our technology, our rapidly advancing 
science and the growing scope and rigor of the engineer's responsi- 
bilities? Do we not also need a new breed of engineer, competent to 
design and manage great engineering systems and skillful to handle 
the human problems involved? 

Such questions need to be examined and discussed in a national 
forum where they can be illuminated for the public at large. Either 
of two committees recently appointed by the President, one on Edu- 
cation Beyond High School and the other on Development of Sci- 
entists and Engineers, might plan and sponsor such a forum. 

A grand strategy 

FOURTH, and finally, I suggest that we formulate the outlines of 
a grand strategy for maintaining our technological advance in 
the U.S. We need such a plan if we are adequately to advance our 
educational and manpower programs. 

I recall the great influence exerted by the President's Air Policy 
Commission through its notable report, "Survival in the Air Age." 
Scientists and engineers advisory to the government are organizing a 
comparably thorough report to chart our technological progress in 
the years ahead. Not only should it deal with manpower and its 
education, it should look also at the utilization of manpower and 
the personnel policies in government, industry and elsewhere which 
affect its efficient use and conservation. It should probe for soft spots 
in our research and development. Is there now too much loss of time 
between discovery and application? What are the elements of techno- 
logical strength in the Russian system which hold lessons for us? 
These are but a few of many questions which could be fruitfully ex- 
amined in the context of a high-level study devoted to "Survival in 
the Age of Technological Contest." 

And now one note of caution. While the rising long-term need for 
scientists and engineers is certain to continue, we may expect to wit- 
ness adjustments in the current demand, particularly an increasing 
selectivity and discrimination in employment policies. A slackening 
off in the feverish, indiscriminate scramble we now arc experiencing 
could, in fact, be beneficial and a relief all around. There is danger

M.I.T. PRESIDENT PRESENTS FOUR-POINT PLAN TO GET SCIENTISTS 

by JAMES R. KILLIAN JR., President of Massachusells Insliiuie of Technolof.y 



THE current scarcity of scientists and engineers has become one of the 
best advertised shortages of our time, thanks to eager recruiting by 
employe-hungry companies and the inteMigence that the Soviets* educa- 
tional output in these fields is larger than that of the U.S. Industrialists, 
educators and public officials are ringing the alarm, and we are flooded 
with diagnostic studies seeking to explain the shortage. So far, unhap- 
pily, the diagnoses have been fine but the remedies few — and ineffectual. 

It would be folly to suggest that we can find a sovereign remedy for 
the inadequacies of our educational output of scientists and engineers. 
We can't. Because we believe freedom of choice more fruitful in the long 
run, not only for human dignity but for excellence, we cannot do as the 
Soviets do and tell our young people what to study and what careers to 
choose. If there are deficiencies in the attitudes and performance of high 
school students, we cannot change them by fiat. We must use incentives 
instead of directives. We must marshal public opinion to dc-cmphasize 
the hot-rodders among our youth and to encourage hot mathematicians. 

If there are no easy short cuts to the education of more and better 
scientists, there is an opportunity for bold action. 
We need a national program. We need to turn from 
assigning blame for our educational and manpower 
deficiencies and to concentrate on the tactics and 
strategy for strengthening our manpower resources. 

There are certain things that we should not do. We 
must not allow the pressure for scientists and engi- 
neers to ob.scure the need for first-rate talent in other 
professional fields. We should not let ourselves be 
bemused by numbers, especially numbers across the 
sea. We should not engage in an academic numbers 
race with the Soviets or even with ourselves. We can 
win through enterprise, efficiency, unexcelled quality, 
fully mobilized and motivated intellectual resources. 
We must not throw standards out the window in or- 
der to handle numbers: our shortage is one of quality, 
properly educated, even more than it is of numbers. 

Having noted some of the traps we should avoid as 
we seek to meet our shortage of scientists and engi- 
neers, let me urge four positive moves (a) to get us off 
dead center now and (b) to develop a grand strategy for the future. So 
far, remedial efforts have been too piddling and piecemeal, too lacking 
in boldness to get large results. 

First, the nation should establish several thousand more scholarships 
to help gifted but needy high school graduates go to college. 1 would 
prefer this increase to be financed by private funds as, for example.

through a concerted effort by foundations and corporations. But if pri- 
vate funds cannot be marshaled in adequate amount, then I urge a short- 
term (five-year) federally financed program. 

To underline the need for such a program, here arc some very rough 
and very rounded figures. Of the top third of our high school graduates 
(about 300.000) only about a third go on to get college degrees and thus 
qualify for the professions. A third apparently do not want to go to col- 
lege. A third cannot afford to go. The nation cannot afford for them not 
to afford or want to go. 

The scholarship funds provided by colleges, corporations, states and 
foundations now total between S50and S60 million annually. Increasing 
this by 50*;; now would be a great boost. Doubling the present total in 
two to three years, quadrupling it in five would begin to bring our na- 
tional student aid resources to the level our growing needs require. 

I advocate that we start now by establishing about 9,000 competitive, 
annually awarded, four-year federal scholarships, these .scholarships to 
I ) .3,000 scholarships earmarked for those of high 
ability who wish to study science and engineering; 
2) 3.000 for high ability high school graduates who 
need not designate in advance a field of study; 3) 3,0CX) 
to be awarded to students who have taken enough 
advanced work in high school to have mastered there 
such freshman college subjects as calculus, physics 
and English, in addition to meeting other high school 
graduation and college entrance requirements. The 
need for this third kind of scholarship to give recip- 
ients advanced standing in college was recently pro- 
posed in a discussion of the Science Advisory Com- 
mittee of the Office of Defense Mobilization. 

Women should be encouraged to compete in each 
category since there has been a high loss of excep- 
tional talent among girl high school graduates. We 
need to encourage more able women to major in 
science and mathematics, particularly women who are 
willing then to become science or mathematics teach- 
ers in secondary schools. 

Such a program would dramatically highlight the 
need for a lifting of sights in our high schools and for more adequate 
opportunities and rewards for gifted students. It would help to encour- 
age better and more advanced teaching of science in high schools. It 
would enable students of ability to cover more ground in college. 

Such an augmented scholarship program would be a pump-priming, 
booster effort to break out of our present stalemate. Let us meet

The change al M.I.T. began with proposals 
made b\ faculty members wlio cut out new 
roles not only for the students but for them- 
selves as well.

Sixty-five percent of M.I.T. students concen- 
trate in the field of engineering, and another 
21% in science. But the classic gulf between 
the two is rapidly being narrowed and M.I.T. 
now seeks to interrelate the courses of each. 
The need for science-oriented engineers has 
brought about the strengthening of the physics 
department, the new glamor Held at Tech, and 
today 199; of the freshmen, compared to 2% 
in 1939, plan to make it their major. In labora- 
tories, where students were once asked to op- 
erate lathes to turn out their own parts, empha- 
sis has been switched from specific tech- 
niques to the creative objectives of research.

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A QUEST FOR QUALITY 
IN SCIENTISTS 

M.I.T. EMPHASIZES TRAINING BETTER— NOT MORE— STUDENTS 



As they watch the fast-growing numbers of scientists and engi- 
neers being trained by the Russians (Lin, March 5). most Ameri- 
cans feel the U.S. has no alternative except to outrace the Soviets 
in producing technologists. Yet the most thoughtful American 
educators and scientific leaders warn that the only hope for the 
U.S. is to concentrate on turning out belter scientists and engi- 
neers than Russia. This is the philosophy of the Massachu.setts 
Institute of Technology at Cambridge. Mass., widely regarded as 
the finest technical school in the world. 

Trying to meet this new need, M.l.T. is now engaged in the 
greatest changes of its 95-year history. To meet the need for more 



scientists, Tech has taken in almost twice the students it had 15 
years ago. An undergraduate, like the one below, is taking courses 
which are both more complex and more meaningfully related to 
the whole sweep of modern science. Most significant of all, he 
finds himself subjected to a new emphasis on the humanities, for 
the scientist and engineer today is being pushed into a totally un- 
familiar area of responsibility, forced to help make the gravest 
kind of political, social and military decisions. 

The new world of M.l.T. is described on pages 136-142. Then, 
on page 147, Dr. James R. Killian. president of M.l.T., suggests 
a bold new program to tackle the problem on a national level.
